Bandholz, Heinrich 

Heinrich Bandholz served with the Schutzpolizei (1920-33), and worked at the Gestapo 
office in Danzig, which was responsible for the round-up of anti-Nazi Poles and 
Germans, as well as the city’s substantial Jewish population. 
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
